Appier, at a preliminary hearing this 
morning, dismissed the charge brought 
by Sorensen and assessed him with 
$10.30 worth of costs.

Although Sorensen denied th a t he 
had solicited out of turn, he admitted 
having different ideas as to the man- 
i ner in which the solicitations,

it. 
Guides Testify 
Apparently damaging testim ony to 
the prosecution’s case was given by 
guides, called by the commonwealth 
in endeavoring to establish a prim a 
facie case against Haines. 
Attorney 
Raymond F. Topper, 
attorney

Haines, led the fight 
against

prosecution’s witnesses, and the m an­ 
ner in which he drew out answers 
damaging to Sorensen’s case was con­ 
sidered rumarkable to impartial lis­ 
teners. 
When all tho evidence was in. Ju s­ 
tice Appier had no other course than 
to dismiss the assault and

charge brought by Sorensen against 
Haines, and assess the costs on the 
prosecutor.

Remarks Lead To Blows 
Although

part of the Bible was produced long 
after Moses was dead, probably in the 
time of Ezra. 
Then they reached the 
very learned conclusion that the art 
of writing was 
not sufficiently de­ 
veloped to enable Moses, or any one 
else of his day and 
generation, 
to 
produce a work of such high literary 
merit. Then the flood was discredited. 
The story of Eden and the creation 
of man was looked upon as legendary. 
Men did not live as long as reported 
in 
Genesis, 
while 
such names as 
Noah, Shorn and Abraham referred 
to tribes and not to men. 
The miracles of the Old Testament 
were all explained away. 
The Virgin 
birth of Jesus Christ was not believed 
and the miracles of Christ were look­ 
ed upon as 
exaggerated stories that 
were handed down by tradition and 
finally written as a part of the New 
Testament. 
In this destructive criti­ 
cism, even to the extent of affirming 
that the Bible is not 
inspired, 
the 
scholars of Germany led out, followed 
by a few in the 
United 
States. 
A 
number of preachers fell in with the 
new* 
school 
of 
interpretation 
and 
came very near being swept off their 
feet. 
Then, as we have stated, it 
looked for a short time as if the 
preachers were going to discredit the 
Holy Scriptures more than Ingersoll, 
Payne or Voltaire. 
But 
the 
tide 
turned; men ceased to affirm that the 
art of uniting was 
not 
sufficiently 
developed in the age of Moses for 
the Pentateuch to have been -written 
at that time. 
Valuable documents of considerable 
literary merit, far antedating Moses, 
have been discovered, showing that 
the ancient or remote ages were edu­ 
cated thinkers and knew how to write. 
Very ancient stone records of the 
flood have also been unearthed and 
the names of Bible kings, heretofore 
calk'd 
in 
question, 
discovered 
in 
stone. 
All of this and much more is 
bringing 
sober 
thinking 
men 
and 
women back to their old beliefs, and 
they are glad once more to look upon 
the Bible as the Divinely inspired 
Word of God. 
Higher criticism has 
done some good in the way of induc­ 
ing men to search for evidences more 
closely, and they found them in im­ 
perishable stones, so that the very 


stones themselves cry out in defense 
of the Holy Bible. 
People today do not desire to go 
back beyond the creation. 
On the 
sixth day, God made man and woman 
as well as monkeys. 
If monkeys ex­ 
isted before this time, He made the 
monkey 
so 
that 
today 
men 
and 
scholars and thinking men would see 
how the people were going back to 
the “old time religion.” 
The world will soon discard the 
Darwin and Evolution*theory. 
It is 
even 
discarded 
by 
the 
scientific 
world, though it was quite generally 
accepted by scholars at one time. 
If 
the Apostles had been of this party,— 
higher 
criticism,—the world would 
have 
no Christian church and 
we 
would be without a New Testament. 
It is stated that several churches 
had been badly affected by the new 
method of interpreting the Bible, but 
the pendulum is now swinging the 
other way, and we may look for the 
healthful and sensible way 
of 
re­ 
garding the Sacred Volume as the 
Book which God would have us re­ 
ceive reverently and obey implicitly. 
This is not the 
first 
time that the 
Word of God has been under fire, but 
is probably the most severe* siege 
that it has had to endure. 
Most of 
the attacks, 
heretofore, 
have been 
conducted by its enemies, but in this 
instance, 
its 
integrity, 
correctness 
and divine inspiration were assailed 
largely by the men in the pulpits and 
college 
Bible 
departments. 
They 
ruthlessly handed the Word, written 
by holy men who wrote as they were 
moved by the Holy Ghost, as folklore, 
and sometimes regarded it, in part, as 
legendary. 
The controversy, at present, will 
not disturb genuine 
Christian 
men 
and women. 
We are now 74 years of 
age and we have the first sermon to 
hear discrediting the Bible from any 
pulpit where the preacher is a dyed- 
in-the-wool Christian. 
No Christian 
preacher will ever discredit the divine 
inspiration of the 
Sacred 
Volume. 
From a boy, we have believed that 
the 
Bible was 
the “Word of Grid,” 
handed down to the world by iftn 
divinely inspired, and it 
is 
a 
com­ 
fort to 
all 
God-fearing 
men 
and 
women to receive 
and 
regard it is 
such. 
A preacher who believes, with 
all his heart, that the Bible is God’s 
Book is the man 
who can 
convert 
the wicked. 
Such 
preachers 
have 
something on which 
to 
rest 
their 


faith and something worth esteeming 
to hold up to those seeking more light. 
God should be praised for the Holy 
Bible and then praise the Lord for 
such devout preachers who look upon 
it as the inspired word. 
Some years ago, D. B. Gibson met 
a so-called evolutionist 
and 
asked 
him if he was a Christian. 
“I am.” 
“ Do you believe that man has an 
immortal soul?” 
“I do.” 
“Did man evolve from the lower 
animals ?” 
“ Yes.” 
“Do animals have immortal souls?” 
“ Your question is absurd.” 
“No, will you please tell me at 
what stage of man’s development he 
came into possession of a soul? 
Was 
it when his caudal appendage atro­ 
phied, or when did he pass from the 
wholly animal to the state of man­ 
hood?” 
“O, we don’t know, only it took 
ages to develop man.” 
“Was it a harder task for God to 
create man than for a moneron to do 
the same thing by evolution? 
“ I don’t propose to answer every 
question a fool may profound.” 
Now as a closing remark, God did 
not create! man to make a display of 
His wisdom and power, neither out of 
curiosity to 
see 
what 
man 
would 
make of himself, nor yet, for power 
SQUIRE HAMMERS 
that He might rule over man. 
Before 
God created 
man, 
He 
foresaw 
his 
noble structure, “ made in 
His 
own 
image.” 
His excellent 
qualities 
of 
mind and heart, His companion by his 
side, their happy condition in Eden, 
their fall, expulsion from the garden, 
the ground cursed'for their sake, and 
the sentence of labor and death fixed 
upon them, and the sins and sufferings 
of their descendants, and yet, with all 
these 
conditions 
of 
man’s 
future, 
God proposed to make man. 
There 
must have been something intrinsi­ 
cally 
valuable 
in 
God’s 
purpose. 
Doubtless his purpose was twofold: 
First, to reveal his own character 
and 
secondly, 
the 
formation 
of a 
godly character in man. 
God’s char­ 
acter could never have been revealed 
had there been no creatures needing 
His prot4*ction, care, pity, mercy, love, 
pardon, guidance, purity, punishment 
and reward.

Oil City, July 16.—A ssurance that 
navigation in the 
Allegheny 
river 
could be carried to Oil City, or be­ 
yond, was given by many officials and 
speakers a t the 28th annual meeting! 
of the Allegheny River Improvement 
Association here. 
They declared that 
the project rested mainly with resi­ 
dents of th e territory bv making an 
exhaustive research of the potential 
tonnage of oil, lumber, 
coal,

lime and other mineral deposits in the 
territory and submitting the report to 
congress so that they might share in 
the yearly w aterw ay appropriations.
